The finaneial independence of the
'produecer has, at length, placed his
mental attitude among the morg im-
portant factors that finally delermine
ithe priee of cotton. MHence il seems

What will it cost to grow the erop
of American cotton this year? This
question is now uppermost in the
minds of growers, There never was
fa time in the history of cotton pro-
duction when it so vitally concerned
civilization as it does today.

$45 per month to feed one plow ani-
mal. Labor costs something more
than 2100 per month and the supply
is uncertain and inefficient even at
that. Planting seed costs from $1.50
to $20 per ton and the quality is in-
different. Ip fact, every item that
enters into the cost of production is
higher than was ever known before.
